This is a response to the Applicant's amendment submitted on 12/09/2004 and the 
telephone interview on 02/08/2005. In virtue of this amendment, claims 18-21 are newly added; 
and thus, claims 1-21 are now presented in the instant appUcation.

claim 1 (claims 2-17 are allowed since they are dependent on claim 1), and 

• A dual LED and security lighting system comprising a control system connected to 
the darkness sensor and the motion sensor and to the LED illuminator and the A-lamp 
for turning on the LED illuminator when darkness is detected and for then turning on 
the A-lamp when motion is detected, in combination with the remaining claimed 
limitations as called for in independent claim 18 (claims 19-21 are allowed since they 
are dependent on claim 18).
